ABSTRACT 



An image displaying processing method, a medium includ- 
ing an image displaying processing program stored thereon, 
and an image displaying processing apparatus are disclosed 
which allow a menu bar or the like to be displayed in a 
semi-transparent fashion such that an image and/or a char- 
acter in an underlying layer can be seen through the menu. 
A client computer acquires first visual information and 
second visual information with a particular degree of trans- 
parency from a desired server via a network. The picture 
elements of the acquired first and second visual information 
are displayed in the first and second layers, respectively, in 
such a manner that an image is synthesized by superimpos- 
ing the picture elements of the first and second visual 
information at overlapping locations in the first and second 
layers according to a predetermined superimposing method 
and the resultant image is displayed thereby allowing a user 
to click a particular part of the visual information in the 
second layer while viewing the visual information in the first 
layer under the second layer.
